BRIAND PLEDGES 
FRANCE TO AMITY 
Wil GERMANY 


Tells League Assembly 
Every Energy Will Be 
Dedicated to Friendship 
and World Peace. 


MAKES APPEAL FOR 
ARBITRAL PRINCIPLE

GENEVA, Sept. 10.—For the 
second time within 24 hours Aris- 
tide Briand, the French Foreign 
Minister, today delivered an impas- 
sioned oration which moved his 
hearers to a depth -of emotion 


rarely seen in public assemblies. 
Yesterday men cheered and 
women bombarded Briand with 
flowers when he _ declared at a 
luncheon that “the word ‘peace’ 
will triumph throughout the ages.’ 
Today his auditors wept as, speak- 
ing before the assembly of the 
League of Nations, he proclaimed 
France’s passionate desire to be 
freed from the horrors of war. 
The French statesman: himself 
was on the verge of tears as he 
leaned forward in the rostrum of 


the assembly and swept the heart- | 


strings of his audience with the 
declaration that France “had been 
nailed to the bloody cross of a war 
that she has no desire to see re- 
peated.” 

Today’s address was not only a 
plea for peace an da defense of 
the League of Nations, but it ex- 
tended the hand of friendship to 
Germany. 

M. Briand’s two speeches are de- 
clared in league circles to be among 
the greatest contributions to world 
peace in history. 

Franco-German Accord. 

In his speech today he voiced 
his conviction of the certainty that 
the rapprochement between Ifrance 
and Germany would continue to 
develop in the interest of world 
peace, 

Briand began by praising Gustav 
Sresemann, the German Foreign 
Minister, who is representing Ger- 
many in the assembly. He alluded 
to Stresemann’s announcement that 
Germany would sign the compul- 
sory arbitration clause of the world 
court of justice and wanted to be 
a pioneer in ,he movement for 
peace, Briand declared that this 
‘noble discourse came as a ray of 
light to dissipate the mist.” 

“France on her part,” he de- 
clared, will dedicate her every en- 
ergy to perpetuating the I’ranco- 
German friendship and _ world 
peace.” 

Briand resorted frequently to 
irony, evoking roars of laughter 
from his hearers. He ridiculed 
both the black pessimism concern- 
ing the League, and the charges 
that the so-called big powers were 
negotiating excessively in secret 
and trying to settle secretly prob- 
lems which the League should 
landle, 

Traces League’s History. 

The French statesman traced the 
history of the League’s achieve- 
ments and mentioned particularly 
the happy outcome of the difficult 
problem of getting Germany into 
the League under conditions sat- 
isfactory *> all. 

Rising to great heights of ora- 
tory, and with his auditors pro- 
foundly moved, he. declared his 
confidence in: the future of the 
League and in the future of human 
society. 

Declaring that France is ready to 
contribute to every element for 
assuring peace, Briand emphasized 
that disarmament is a vital ele- 
ment for peace,:and he recalled 
that the League covenant demands 
that armaments be reduced to a 
point compatible with national se- 
curity. 

Referring to the destiny of the 
League, the speaker said that the 
public had not paid enough atten- 
tion to the magnificent humanita- 
rian achievements of the League— 
its work in reconstructing coun- 
tries ruined by the war and its suc- 
cor to millions of innocent refu- 
gees, 

In conclusion, Briand expressed 
the opinion that peaec could be 
perpetuated best. by developing the 
judicial system for settling dis- 
putes, and added: 

“Let us all turn our faces to- 
ward peace—peace by arbitration.” 


Stresemann’s Speech. 

Stresemann yesterday pledged 
the German Reich to accept before 
the end of the month the optional 
clause of the Hague court statute 
providing for compulsory arbitra- 
tion of disputes with other nations 
which have accepted it.

Trailed There by Enemies. 

Apparently Palazzolo had mo- 
tored to the scene, and his enemies, 
hearing quickly of his presence, 
had trailed him in one or more 
automobiles. A Chrysler roadster, 
belonging to Palazzolo’s brother, 
was abandoned in front of No. 
1007, having been parked there, 
presumably, by Alphonse Palazzolo. 
A Hudson roadster was found 
abandoned in the same neighbor- 
hood. It bore license plates for a 
Nash car, issued to an Italian who 
gave a fictitious address on Cot- 
tage avenue, 

On arriving at the murder scene, 
police saw a grocery truck parked 
next door to the sugar storeroom. 
The driver. Thomas Messina, 17, 
said he had pulled to the curb to 
avoid striking « ¢rowd gathering 
in the street. He said he had 
heard no shots. Messina’s uncle 
was shot and killed in that neigh- 
borhood several years ago.

Dr. A. E. alters, St. Louis 
County Health Commissioner, 
joined the residents in their peti- 
tion to compel the St. Louls County 
Water Co. to lay mains at its own 
expense, upon their agreement to 
buy water at the prevailing rates. 
The hearing was held in Dr. Wal- 
ters’ office. 

He testified that the present 
water supply was from springs or 
cisterns averaging 10 or 12 feet in 
dépth. Many of them he described 
as “mere holes in the ground,” leas 
than three feet deep, with no 
means of purification or protec- 
tion from contamination. He said 
several deaths had occurred in the 
typhoid epidemic last summer, and 
that it was especially difficult to 
combat because of the lack of good 
water. This, he added, endangered 
homes in St. Louis and the coun- 
ty, where residents of Kinloch Park 
were employed. 

Dr. Walters declared that the 8t. 
Louis County Water Co. had a 
monopoly which made it the only 
possible source of relief, and had 
refused to lay the mains, a mile 
from its nearest mains to the cen- 
ter of the community, unlesg the 
residents bore the cost, which was 
beyond their means. 

Assistant Manager Weir and 
counsel for the water company said 
the cost of laying mains would be 
$230,000. Residents of a subdivision 
near Ramona Park said the new 
mains would bring in about 600 
potential subscribers in that terri- 
tory, and real estate dealers testi- 
fied they had undeveloped prap- 
erty in that section which was held 
back by lack of water supply.

Outlets for St. Louis Traffic. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 
READ with keen interest your recent 
editorial on St. Charles Rock road. 
Your editorial of Sept. § on Woodward 
avenue in Detroit, that wonderful 100- 
foot highway running out to Pontiac, 


Mich., brought to my mind again what 
would be possible in St. Louis if the 
same spirit of progress which made 
Woodward avenue possible would only 
come upon our own city, which has 
done so much in other lines in the past 
few years. 

St. Charles Rock road is the ideal sub- 
ject for a highway of this nature. Wood- 
ward avenue has brought fame to Michi- 
gan a-plenty. But Michigan, which has 
a happy faculty of anticipating progress 
in the automotive industry and pioneer- 
ing in things which aid in its advance- 
ment, does not lie in such a position for 
national publicity as does Missouri. 

Woodward avenue in Detroit has accu- 
mulated fame.

Brock and Schlee are still spinning 
around the earth in a thrilling voyage of romance, 
but there is still that trans-Pacific hop to be essayed 
which their friends believe to be suicidal, and have ap- 
pealed for governmental intervention. The German 
aviators, Risticz, Edzard and Knickerbocker, in the 
Europe, and Loose, Koehl and Von Huenfeld, in the 
Bremen, were beaten back by storms and fogs, but 
contrived to save themselves. 

The record, then, is this: Of the 41 gallant spirits 
—39 men and 2 women—who made the venture, 21 
are dead. 

That is a terrible price. It may not be prohibitive, 
but that point, we believe, is now being debated, sub- 
consciously, perhaps, by public sentiment every- 
where. This does not imply that public sentiment is 
at all receptive to governmental interfererice. It 
means that the position taken by Harry Guggenheim, 
president of the Daniel Guggenheim Fund for the 
Promotion of Aeronautics, probably commends itself 
to an anxious public. Mr. Guggenheim is opposed to 
“stunt flying,” which he defines as a flight that 
merely accomplishes what has already been done, 
with the same or inferior equipment. He condemns 
such flights and the men who back them financially 
for the sake of publicity. He would not abolish prize 
offers, but suggests that prizes be offered for the de- 
velopment of better equipment rather than for spec- 
tacular feats. 

It is a difficult problem. But apparently it will be 
solved by public sentiment, not by thé ukase of gov- 
ernment. That is the right way to solve it.

When the local building trades embark shortly on 
the 5-day work week, this innovation will receive a 
test which many critics have been claiming it cannot 
survive. These economists—or pseudo-economists— 
have all along been asserting that outside of indus- 
tries organized on the Ford plan the 5-day week is 
certain to be a failure. : 

Perhaps they are valid prophets, but it is well to 
recall that they are the same scoffers who said that 
Ford could not make a go of the plan, and the same 
who, still earlier, said his policy of paying high wages 
would inevitably fail. Both prophecies have blown 
up with a bang which did considerable damage to 
their authors’ reputations both as economists and 
mystics. 

What these scoffers seem to overlook is the fact 
that the 5-day week is not to be judged solely by its 
effect upon production. Ford says that it has actv- 
ally aided production, but even if it had not. it is 
likely that the plan would still continue to win ac- 
ceptance in some form. Production is no longer the 
god it used to be, either in the eyes of the better 
sort of economists or of the American public. Where 
the elder economists, headed by the immortal Adam 
Smith, devoted all their thought to production, mod. 
ern economists, such af Hobson in England, think 
chiefly of distribution, of the human side of econom. 
ics. ‘ ? 

Nor are we Americans quite the gluttons for pro- 
duction which our critics paint us, despite the fact 
that a French economist, Andre Siegfried, has re- 
cently written a volume in which we are pictured as

mere units in an industrial machine, mere robots tn 
a Fordized nation. We are. rather, gluttons for lei- 


ence and ease as possible. Further, we are doing it, 
and are constantly cutting down the hours of labor 
and lengthening those of play. 

Once labor has made an advance in this respect it 
it not likely to retreat. This is what makes the 5-day 
week appear to have such a bright future. Even if 
labor can’t produce quite so much under it, labor will 
prefer to retain the greater leisure of the new 
plan, rather than forego tnat-leisure in order to re- 
gain the increased production of the old one. 
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THE WATER DEPARTMENT REPORT. 
In its report to the Public Service Commission, the 
Water Department discloses the interesting fact that 


for the period of 15 weeks it made a net profit of 
$53,667.52 over all expenses. These expénses include 
deduction for bond interest, sinking fund and depre- 


ciation. Bond interest and sinking fund charges total 
18 per cent of gross income, and depreciation 10 per 
cent. 

Thus it is seen that the city waterworks is so pres- 
perous that it cannot only set aside large sums to 
pay for itself and provide a fund for future upkeep, 
but it can also pay a cash profit. To do this it 
charges water rates which are much below those paid 
privately owned water interests in St. Louis County. 

The moral of this is only too plain when the citi- 
zens of St. Louis look around them at the private util- 
ity companies, when they recall how Charles A. Mun- 
roe, the man on horseback, seized the gas company, 
held it until it netted him a $4,000,000 profit and 
then galloped away. It is plain what the signifi- 
cance of the Water Department statement is when 
St. Louis reflects over the troublous career of the 
United Railways, now about to go into the hands of 
a group of privateers after being in receivership for 
several years. 

Private initiative, with all its efficiency, has made 
pretty much of a mess of managing our transporta- 
tion utility, and it has maneuvered the gas company 
not for the public good but for individual profit. 
Public ownership, on the other hand, has functioned 
beautifully in the case of the Water Department and 
none of the dire results predicted for it by ‘cts op- 
ponents have happened.

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DOG RACING. 
It is plain to see that the dog racing industry is in 
for severe verbal castigation, with the preachers as- 
Sailing it on moral grounds and the business men 


complaining that they cannot collect their bills be- 
cause people are busy losing their money at the two 
tracks now running and can hardly wait to lose mrore 
at the projected one. Dog racing impresarios, how- 
ever, are used to this sort of thing and it does not 
concern them greatly. 

With a year and a half before the next Legislature 
meets and no law on the statute books expressly for- 
bidding the system of betting employed, the owners 
of the tracks have nothing to worry about. Essential- 
ly the business is one of quick harvests. It costs a 
lot of money to build a track, but experience shows 
that it pays for itself in jig-time. Even if the next 
Legislature should listen to the reformers and pass 
a law against dog-race betting, the owners of the 
tracks by that time will have cleaned up and can 
afford to sell their property for junk. 

This being the situation, the Thirty-ninth Street 
Business and Improvement Association and others 
who are annoyed by the presence of dog racing in the 
county might just as well save their indignation. Per- 
haps they: will find, if they study the subject scien- 
tifically, that the kind of customers who won’t pay 
their bills now because they are betting on dogs will, 
when and if dog racing is abolished, manage to lose 
equal sums at craps and poker. 

In the meantime, the dogs are having their day 
with a vengeance. The Post-Dispatch regrets there is 
no way by which dog-racing can be regulated. It 
feels that the chief evil of a sport which gives pleas- 
ure to so many persons is the entire absence of any 
control either of the profits extracted by the owners 
or in limitation of the number of tracks that may 
be operated. If such control were exercised by a 
State racing commission, most of the arguments 
against dog-racing would be eliminated. 

Those who are furious that dog-racing should exist 
at all may find eomfort in the fact that the pro- 
moters of this sport, in their greediness, are bound, 
if they continue their present tactics, eventually to 
run it into the ground. They, and not the reformers. 
are their own most powerful enemies.

THE RIGHT TO OCEAN FLIGHT.

If just because the In- 
dians killed a number of the pioneers, our 
Presidents or Congresses of early days 
would have made it prohibitory to the pi- 
oneers to “trek” over ocean prairies filled 
with dangers of disease, sun, storm and 
deadly foes—where would our wondrous 
West and California be? Does anyone be- 
lieve that the hardy and bold Americans 
would have heeded such a law? It only 
would have spurred them on—as Volstead 
laws speed liquor drinking! 

So, too, the North Pole exploration. Did 
death deter the dauntless voyagers through 
ice and snow to Polar regions of the Arctic 
and Antarctic zones? Boreas could not bar 
them. ” 

As little would a law against the flying 
over oceans help.

FUTILE PRESS CENSORSHIP. 

From the New York Times. 

T is not surprising that the Council of 

the League of Nations wants more time 
to investigate before passing on the reso- 
lution of the International Press Conferenée 
condemning all forms of press censorship 
except in the gravest emergencies. Some 
governments have never realized that cen. 
sorship, with even the more drastic plan of 
expelling foreign correspondents, tn the 
long run defeats its object. It is possible 


to withhold unfavorable news or opinion 


by delaying press dispatches or by cutting 
out offending portions. The expulsion of 
a correspondent may temporarily still an 
unwelcome voice. Rat with that natural 
euriosity which makes the averare man 
more interested in what is withheld than 
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in what is freely given, the public in other 
countries is likely to pay all the more at- 
tention to what has been censored (when, 
as always happens, it gets through) and to 
show a greater interest in the remarks of 
a correspondent who has been sent away. 
Both systems, incidentally, place a premium 
on news from outside—and often unfriendly 
—sources. 


MAXIMUMS IN “MATH.”

tion representing the line of intersection of 
two planes in space? Maybe we have not 
put the problem just right, but it is some- 
thing equally crazy and it makes for fool- 
ishness more than half the time.

Action Taken at the Request 
of U. S. — No Trace of 
the Three Rome Flyers or 
Their Craft.

IFAX, N. S&S. Sept. 10. — 
Canadian vessels have been asked 
tonight by Government radio sta- 
tions to assist in the search for the 
United-States-to-Rome monoplane, 
the Old Glory. At the request of 
the United States Embassy, the 
Naval Department at Ottawa ore 
dered the search. 

No trace of the plane or its 
crew has been found. Aboard the 
Old Glory at the take-off from Old 
Orchard, Me., Tuesday, were James 
De Witt Hill and Lloyd Bertraud, 
pilots, and Philip a Payne, a pas- 
senger, representing William Ran- 
dolph MHearst,. sponsor of the 
flight. An SOS call from the plane 
was picked up by several ships at 
sea Wednesday morning. There 
has been no word since then. 

Garbled wireless messages, giv- 
ing rise to a report that the Old 
Glory had been sighted, were re- 
ceived last night. These messages 
said the plane had been sighted 400 
miles east-northeast of St. John’s. 
It was learned soon afterward, 
however, that this referred to sight- 
ing the plane before she sent out 
her S OS eall. 


Backer Tells Courtney He Needn’t 
Attempt Atlantic Flight.

LONDON, Sept. 10.—The West- 


minster Gazette has sent a mes- 
sage to Capt. Frank T. Courtney, 
British aviator, releasing him from 
any obligation to make the Atlantic 
trip.

French Planes to Be Withdrawn 
From Ocean Race. 
By the Associated Press. 

PARIS, Sept. 10.—Leon Givon’s 
biplane, Bluébird, probably will be 
withdrawn from the trans-Atlantic 
race. Givon and his companion, 
Pierre Corbu, are still anxious to 
try their luck, but the Farman 
company, realizing the probability 
of less favorable weather as the 
season advances, has about decid- 
ed to turn the plane over to its 
commercial lines for the winter 
European passenger traffic. 

It is considered likely also that 
Paul Tarascon’s monoplane, Tango 
Bird, and Dieudonne Coste’s bi- 
plane, Nungesser-Coli, will be an- 
nounced within a day or two as 
definitely out of the race until 
next year. 


Trans-Ocean Flight of Royal Wind- 
sor Abandoned. 
By the Associated Press. 

WINDSOR, Ont., Sept. 10.—The 
flight of the Royal Windsor to 
England was definitely abandoned 
today. CC. A. Schiller, the pilot, 
wired the local flight committee 
from Harbor Grace, N. J., that he 
and Phil Wood, co-pilot, would re- 
turn here “as soon as possible.”

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FIGHT LIKELY IN 
CONGRESS OVER 
RESERVE BOARD 


Power of Federal Agency to 
Fix Discount Rates 
Against Wishes of a Mem- 
ber Bank Questioned. 


Post-Dispacth Bureau, 
20-23 Wyatt Building. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 10..— A 
major battle in Congress over the 
power. of the Federal Reserve 
Board to fix discount rates is brew- 
ing. Over the protests of Vice- 
Governor Edmund Platt, and it is 
believed, at least two other mem- 
bers, the majority of the board im- 
posed the 3% per cent discount 
rate in*Chicago against the wishes 
of the Chicago Reserve Bank. 

Senator Glass (Dem., Va.) who 
was largely responsible for the Fed- 
eral Reserve Act, in a telegram 
sent here yesterday, denounced the 
majority of the board for attempt- 
ing to “appropriate arbitrary au- 
thority which Congress never in- 
tended it should exercise.” 

“T think Congress should prompt- 
ly and peremptorily cure this sit- 
uation by legislation which nobody 
will misinterpret,” he added. 

This is the first time a row with- 
in:the system over the rate fixing 


power has come to the surface. 
Gov. Crissinger, while declining to 
discuss the situation, said, however, 


when the Reserve Board imposed 
a rate of its own making despite 
the opposition of a Reserve bank. 
According to majority members of 
the board the Solicitor and the De- 
partment of Justice held the board 
had power to impose discount 
rates. 

Bank Threatens to Withdraw. 

The Chicago bank is threatening 
to withdraw from the system or to 
carry the case to the courts, ac- 
cording to reports. Meanwhile the 
political sidelines are reverberating. 

Western “radicals” have long 
planned an assault on the Reserve 
Board, alleging that t holds an un- 
limited power to dictate money 
rates. Senator Heflin (Dem., Ala.) 
made the Senate echo for many 
months with his accusations apro- 
pos the deflation period, when he 
charged the board with victimizing 
the farmers, 

Vice Governor Platt admitted 
that he was one of the minority 
who opposed the board’s action of 
Tuesday in forcing the 3% per cent 
rate on the Chicago bank against 
the bank’s wishes. Charles H. Ham. 
lin of Boston, another member of 
the board, is said to have sided 
with Platt. , 

At Gov. Crissinger’s office it was 
said they had no information on 
why the Chicago bark resisted the 
lower rate which all the other Re- 
serve banks, except Minneapolis, 
now have adopted on their own 
initiative. To Mayor ‘Thompson 
and his associates are ascribed the 
charges from Chicago that Mon- 
tazu Norman, governor of the bank 
of England, and "international 
bankers” are at the bottom ofa plot 
to force low money rates on the 
West. Gov. Crissinger laughed at 
these reports. 

Some officials connected with 
the board ascribed the Chicago 
bank’s attitude to a desire to be 
entirely independent and to fix 
rates irrespective of the New York 
market. It also was reported the 
Chicago Reserve officials feared 
the lowering of the rate to 346 per 
| cent would stimulate speculation, 
i though Reserve Board officials dis- 
| ecounted the danger of that. 


| Glass Assai's Ruling. 
| 


“T never was and it is not now 
my opinion that Congress ever in- 
tended or that the act iself auth- 
| orizes the Federal Reserve Board 
| arbitrarily to establish a redis- 
| count rate at a Federal Reserve 
bank,” said Senator Glass. 
| “It was the obvious spirit ef the 
'act to confine to each Federal Re- 
serve bank initial authority to es- 
tablish rates, because of the bank’s 
necessarily superior knowledge of 
regional conditions and neither the 
spirit nor text of the Act sanctions 
interference by the central board 
except in extraordinary circum- 
stances.” 

The attitude of the majority is 
that Chicago should be in line with 
the others. 

The discount rate had been 4 
per cent since the fall of 1925. The 
lowest point ever reached was the 
3 per cent rate in New York in 
August, 1924. Theoretically, the 
lowering of the rate is a stimulus 
to business, while the raising of it 
'acts as a brake. 

Wall Street Domination Denied. 

The downward readjustment 
which the Chicago bank resisted 
was prompted in large part to a 
slackening of business, with result- 
ant decrease in need of credit. Re- 
serve Board officials catalogue as 
“political imaginings” the charges 
that the Reserve Board is under 
the dictation of “international 
bankers” or “Wall Street.” 

Senator Borah of Idaho sald he 
was not sufficiently familiar with 
the present row to express an 
opinion but added that “the Re- 
serve Board had better look or it 
will be the subject of an investiga- 
tion that will make Andrew Jack- 
son’s attack on the United States 
bank look insignificant.” 

There is considerable uneasiness 
ieee the Reserve Board officials 

_ 
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that there was another case in 1921 | 


as a result of the airing of the Chi- 
cago complaint and Senator Glass’ 
notice of a move to curb the 
board’s powers. 

“I.am decidedly apprehensive 
that this action of the Federal Re- 
serve Board is and was intended to 
be a long stride in the direction of 
making the Federal Reserve Board 
a central bank with the Reserve 
banks as mere branches, which is 
as far from the real intent of the 
law as anything could possibly be,” 
he said. 

Secretary of the Treasury Mellon, 
ex-officio chairman of the board, 
said he had not conferred with the 
board nor with the Chicago bank’s 
representatives on the situation. 


Chicago Bank Appeals to Attorney- 
General for Ruling. 
By the Assoclated Press. 

CHICAGO, Sept: 10.—The Execu- 
tive Committee of the Federal Re- 
serve Bank of Chicago yesterday 
passed resolutions authorizing the 
bank’s attorney to request Attorney- 
General Sargent to give an opinion 
on the right of the Federal Re- 
serve Board to order a cut in the 
rediscount rate of the bank. 

Members of the committee 
stated that the board ordered the 
bank to reduce its rates from 4 to 
3% per cent without obtaining the 
consent of the bank’s directors. It 
is contended that the board was 
without power to order such a cut 
on the strength of an opinion given 
by an Assistant Attorney-General in 
1919, and that preparations were 
being made by the committee to 
carry the case to the courts and 
Congress if necessary. 

The committee was supported in 
its contentions by stockholders of 
the bank, consisting of the various 
banks in the larger cities of the 
Seventh Federal Reserve District 
which is composed of Illinois, Iowa,
